Washington, D. C., June 20.--An end is in sight 
to the hot wave that has held sway over the 
central states for several days.

ON ARSON CHARGE 


Covitz Brothers and Joseph 
Clarke, Public Adjuster, 
Guilty of Firing Store. 


JURY OUT FOR 18 HOURS, 


Joseph Clarke, public insurance adjuster, 
and Edward and Paul Covits, former woolen 
merchants, were yesterday found guilty of 
arson by a jury which returned its verdict 
before Judge Charlies N. Walker in the Crim- 
inal court. The penalty for the crime is from 
one to twenty years. 

The jury deliberated eighteen hours. In 
the absence of Judge Richard Burke, the 
trial judge, the verdict was returned before 
Judge Walker. Attorneys for the defense 
will make a motion fer a new trial today, 
and if it is denied will appeal the case te the 
Supreme court, 

'' The conviction of Clarke and the Covits 
brothers practically means the checking of 
arson as @ commercial proposition in Ohi- 
cago,’ said First Assistant State's Attorney 
Frank Johnston, who conducted the arson 
trust investigation. ‘‘ There remain forty- 
six more cases. I will not rest until I have 
landed every guilty. man behind the bars at 
Joliet. I haven't decided which case will be 
called next.”’ 


Brothers Near Collapse, 

The Govitz brothers almost collapsed when 
the, clerk pronounced the word “ guilty.” 
Qlarke smiled as though unconcerned and 
turned to talk to Attorney Charles H. Soelke. 
The convicted men were not taken into cus- 
tedy. They were allowed to remain at lib- 
erty on their bonds on the representation of 
their attorney that he would present them 
before Judge Burke this morning to make a 
motion for a new trial. The Covits brothers 
are at liberty on $40,006 and Clarke on 675,000 
bonds. Clarke is also charged with attempt- 
ing to bribe Assistant State's Attorney Ed- 
win Raber with $250 to prevent the indict- 

ment of the Covits brothers. 

The Covits Bros.’ store at 16-230 South 
Pifth avenue, burned on Nov. 5, 1932. Clarke 
was the one chosen by the brothers to collect 
the $86,000 insurance on the stock. The state 
produced witnesses who testified that there 
was only $9,300 worth of stock in the store 
at the time of the fire. Then the prosecution 
sprung its star witness, John Danies, the 
confessed “ firebug,” who admitted pouring 
gasoline and starting the fire, 


Defense Presents Alibi. 

The defense tried to prove the stoek in the 
store was worth more than the insurance 
and that Danies set fire to the stera® 
cever up a burglary which he bad just com- 
mitted. The Covits brethers and Clarke 
attempted to show they were not in the 
places Danies said they were on the night of 
the fire. 

Much of the credit for the conviction of the 
Covitz brothers and Clarke belongs to Charies 
Furthmann, chief investigater. He traced 
Danies all over the country ant Gaally 
ented him in New York.

Cushing, who was the secretary of 
the National Association of Manufacturers 
from 1903 to 1007, in_writing his confidenfial 
letters to Col. Mulhall did not either ad- 
dress or sign them. He sent them typewrit- 
ten on piain letter paper. Most of his letters 
are signed on the typewriter, “ No sig.” 

The first of importance, under date of Aug. 
12, 1004, indicates his deep concern lest the 
secrecy of Col. Mulhall’s work be violated. 
He said: 

Be absolutely sure that our orgunizetion and 
myself are not connected with this business fn 
any way, and any time from frst to last. You 
know how anxious I am about this becadie any- 
thitg else would be fatal, or I should not keep 
repeating it. 

Two years following, under date of Aug. 8, 
1906, Col. Mulhall received another “ No 
Sig” letter, as follows:

Under date of Aug. 8, 1906, “ NoSig”’ wrote 
to * Dear M ™:

Do not go to any 
large expense, however, and do not think that you 
bave to pay for everything in the way of work.

Intimacy with Congress. 

As an indication of the intimacy with the 
¢ealings of congress maintained by the man- 
ufacturers’ lobby, the following letter, writ- 
ten from Washington early in January, 1908, 
‘by Mr. Emery to Col. Mulhall, is important: 


Tyoubtless you do not know that we had a tussle 
on the floor of the house last Saturday, where an 
attempt was made by the Democrats, under cover 
of an amendment to a conspiracy provision of the 
revised statutes, to enact some of the worst fea- 
tures of the extreme labor legislation now before 
the judiciary committee. The house was sitting 
in committee of the whole, hearing a report from 
the committee on the revision of the laws, but our 
friends stood firm, and the attempt to make cam- 
paign thunder was squelched in the most admfra- 
ble way, and, very happily, a Democrat, Swagger 
Shirley of Kentucky, took the chief part in the 
Gefense of the existing law, and against the pro- 
posed amendment, rebuking some of his demagog- 
ically inclined colleagues very sharply for their 
attempt to unfairly force the consideration of im- 
proper legislation. 

Political Work in the Lobby. 

It seems that the directors of the National 
Association of Manufacturers were not a 
wnit regarding the political work and the 
lobby. A _ letter written by Secretary 
Schwesdtman from St. Louis to Col. Mul- 
hall in Indianapolis under date of Jan. 8, 
1908, of which the following is an excerpt, 
reveals the situation toward the financing of 
the lobby as it existed in the inner circles of 
the association: 

Mr. Van Cleave feels that the Indiana manu- 
facturets ought to come forward and finance this 
campaign properly. He thinks that as long as he 
is giving them a leader with your experience 
and knowledge, free of charge, that the National 
Association of Manufacturers is doing a great 
deal. We all know that they could mot get a 
Detter man to be the leader in this affair if they 

hunted all over the United States, and if we here 
in St. Louis were confronted with similar condi- 
tions we would indeed be giad to bear the finan: 
cial burden ourselves. On the other hand, you 
know, my dear Colonel, how strong I feel on your 
work. I believe it ig the very direction In which 
our organization can do no end of good; but, as 
I stated to you time and again, much money has 
been spent, and expenses at the present time are 
enormous. The New York office advises us that 
eur expenditures in the direction in which you are 
active are very much larger than ever befqre, and 
you know many of the directors do not feel just as 
‘Mr. Van Cleave and I do about the importance 
of the political work. They must be taught; they 
must be convinced. Please bear all this in mind 
end don't let_us assume any obligations that can 
possibly be pushed upon the Indiana manufac- 
turers. . 
Could Get Money in Missouri. 

The day before Secretary Schwedtman 
had written the Colonel, saying: 

I know that if we had a campaign here in Mis- 
gpuri we would certainly be able to get a lot of 
money from Missouri manufacturers. The same 
thing we hold good in Indiana. 

On Feb. 21, 1908, George S. Boudinot, the 
acting secretary, wrote from New York to 
Col. Mulhall in Indianapolis as follows:

Partial to the Tariff. 

That the N. A. M. was partia! to the tariff 
in its lobbying and hesitated’ to extend its 
activities into other fields is shown in a let- 
ter from Secretary Schwedtman to Col. Mu!l- 
hall on March 138, 1908, as follows: 


Regarding the anti-pilotage bill and the prohibt- 
tion bill, this has been handled exactly as Mr. 
Van Cleave thinks right. We want to help our 
friends, providing their bills are right, and we 
want to never forget that Mr. Littiefield and 
others have been our stanch friends and support- 
ers in our fight for fair legislation and in our oppo- 
sition fo class laws. We want to please Mr. Little- 
field and our other friends as much as we can. 
but we cannot support him (and he does not expect 
te be supported) in prohibition bills. Many of our 
‘members are on the other side. We have a con- 
siderable number of brewers and other manufac- 
turers allied with the liquor interests. We also 
have a number of Prohibitionists among our mem- 
bers. We have to be fair to all, and therefore the 
anti-pilotage bill as well as the prohibition bill, 
which seem to be depending on each other, must be 
left alone asthe situation is at present. All wecan 
do is to await developments. 


Van Cleave Was Pleased. 
On March 3 Secretary Schwedtman wrote 
to Col. Mulhall as follows: 


My Dear Martin: Mr. Van Cleave studied care- 
fully at noon your lengthy report of March I and 
he is very much plcased with all that you say. 

He is especially interested in the Gardner prop- 
epition, and he wants me to impress upon you the 
special need at this time of giving Gardner care- 
ful consideration in your taiks with Mr. Emery 
and others, possibly Sherman. You will remem- 
ber that we have had considerable correspondence 
gn this subject since we last met in Indianapolis. 

You have pointed out, in reply to !etters from 
Bere and from Mr. Tompkins, the desirability of 
defeating such a man as Gardner, raying that in 
your opinion that would do more good than a mil- 
lion letters to congress. Mr. Tompkins, you re- 


member, is in favor of trying this, and Mr. Van ; 


Cleave is very much impresged with any action 
that we can take to teach Gardner a lesson. He 
appreciates, of course, at the same time that you 
cannot cut yourself in three or four pieces. 

You have before you the problem of passing the 
iAttiefield anti-pilotage bill, assieting Mr. Sher- 
man in two or three districts, and preparing plans 
fer defeating Gardner at the next election on ac- 
tount of the partisan stand he has taken on labor 
matters. The relative importance of the three 
above named movements cannot be determined 
from this office. and Mr. Van Cleave is very anxious 
that you talk this matter over with Mr. Emery 
sad others and then give him your conclusions.

I called on a number of secretaries of different * —= 


senators and congressmen with whom I knew Mr.

fore the said committees. He is getting this infor- 
mation for the purpose of sending it broadcast 
to the members of our association and the different 
organizations, claiming that it is he who is 
doing all this work and having different delega- 
tions appear before the committees.

Committee Was Fixed. 


The following excerpt from a peport from

Compliments to the Colonel, 


In a letter on June 6, 1908, to Col. Mulhall 
in New York, Secretary Schwedtman wrote 
from St. Louis complimenting him for his 
effective work in the house of representa tty es 
to force Postmaster General Hitchcock to 
show his hand in respect to a lobby on the 
floor of the house in the interest of the ship 
subsidy bill.

They Were After Him. 


Secretary Schwedtman sent this clipping 
to Mulhall on Sept. 10, saying: ‘‘I am sorry 
to gee it. They are evidently after you.” 

The association, despite tts expenditure of 
$1,000 a week for the summer and the deter- 
mined efforts of Col. Mulhall failed to re- 
elect Judge Jenkins of Wisconsin to congress. 
This made little difference, for they proceed- 
ed to fill his place in their Washington scheme 
of things. The following letter from Col. 
Mulhall to Secretary Schwedtman indicates

Senator Foraker put it 
straight up to us about giving him some ald in 
that state, and Mr. Van Cleave called a conferentea 
of Mr. Miles, Mr. Bird, Mr. Emery, and myself 
yesterday afternoon to talk the matter over, and 
they instructed me to go out to Ohio and to cover 
my tracks completely, so that we will not give 
any offense to the friends of Mr. Charies P. Taft, 
who is seeking the senatorship in that state aleo.

List of Representatives. 


Just after the convening of congress in 190 
1910 Col. Mulhall received the assistance of 
Watson in preparing a list of representatives 
whose presence in congress seemed to him 
to be of inimical‘interest to the National 
Association of Manufacturers. In the report 
to Secretary Schwedtman on March 17, 1909, 


Col. Mulhall said: 

I had a long interview with Mr. Watson this 
morning and submitted to him for his advice a list 
of men who are continually opposing us In congress, 
which I thought it would be a good idea to get into 
the hands of the leaders of our association so that 
we could commence early to educate those men to be 
fair and not such strenuous advorates for labor bilIs 
and” class legislation. The list comprises Mr. 
William Hughes of the Sixth New Jersey district, 
Mr. James McDermott of the Fourth I!inois dis- 
trict. Mr. Champ Clark of the Ninth Missour! dis. 
trict, Mr. Harry L. Maynard of the Secdénd Weat 
Virginia district, Mr. Henry A. Cooper of the First 
Wisconsin district, Mr. Henry C. Loudenslager of 
the First New Jersey district, Mr. Ebenezer J. Hit) 
of the Fourth Connecticut district, Mr. John I. 
Burnett of the Severth Alabama district, Mr 
Thomas D. Nichole of the Tenth Pennsylvania dis 
trict (now seated, but his seat will be contested). 
Mr. Herbert Parsons of the Thirteenth New York 
district, George A. Peatre of the Sixth Maryland 
disteict, Mr. William B. Wilson of the Fifteenth 


: Pennsylvania district, 


Mr. William 8. Green of 
the Thirteenth Massachusetts district, Augustus P. 
Gardner of the Sixth Massachusetts district, Gil- 
bert N. Haugen of the Fourth Iowa district, Victor 
Murdock of the Eighth Kansas district, E. A. Morse 
of the Tenth Wisconsin district, Lenroot of the 
BDieventh Wisconsin district (new member), John 
M. Nelson of the Second Wisconsin district. The 
last six on this list have been placed there by 
Speaker Cannon and Mr. James B. Watson. Wat- 
son says these people have always been against 
anything that we ever wanted since he has been a 
member of the house. This includes the entire list, 
and he thinks that we ought to start in to make 
war upon this list at the first opportunity offered. 

I feel certain that if we would take up the four 
most prominent on this list we could beat them 
and keep a continued war upon the others by 
starting up the manufacturers in their districts, 
the railroad interests or anybody else we could 
reach, and in that way we would be very soon 
able to convince those men that they were not 
sent to the house of representatives to fight the 
manufacturing interests. Mr. Watson and the 
speaker have both called my attention on fre- 
quent occasions te La Follette and Beveridge of 
the senate. Of course, both gentlemen are radi- 
cally against those two senators. I am fully aware 
that Mr. Van Cleave and the leaders of our asso- 
clation know the record of both those gentlemen 
as well as we do here in Washington, and although 
they might be friendly to us on a tariff commis- 
sion bill, they are against us upon every other 


measure, 
Bee Buzzing Near Mulhall. 
Under date of Dec. 11, 1008, President 


Kirby wrote from Dayton, O., to Col. Mul- 
hall in Washington: 

‘Now, in regard to the list which you inclose, you 
are of course, enough of a politician to know 
just how to act in the premises, keeping in mind 
all the time the danger of the N. A. M.'s becoming 
too much of a political organization. We have cer- 
tain fixed serious problems in which we are more 
concerned than all others, and it is to the fur- 
therance of these ends that we should bend our 
energies and use our influence, playing politics 
in Just so far as these ends can be accomplished.

Called at the Embassy. 

In a letter to Schwedtman, Col. Mulhall 
wrote om June §& 1909, of a call he had paid 
to the British embessy. It was to invite Am- 
bassador Bryce to adtlreses meetings arranged 
by the N. A. M. in several cittes. The am- 
bassador was absent from Washington. 

On the Ilith of March, 1910, Secretary 
Schwedtman grew peevish in a long letter 
discussing the association's difficulties, and 
in handling politicians he said to Col. Mul- 
hall, “the older we grow the more strongly 
we are convinced that politicians are strange 
critters and that it takes a man with as much 
experience and diplomacy as you have to 
handie them right.” 

In the early summer of 1010 there wae a 
leak im the offices of the general couneel, 
James A. Emery, and some confidential in- 
formation given by Congressman Gardner 
of New Jersey to Col. Mulhall became known 
to several mem bere of congress amd was used 
in such a way that it threatened to injure, 
if not destroy, Col. Muilhall's influence in 
Washington. The colonel reported the mat- 
ter in full length to the president of the abso- 
clation, Mr. John Kirby Jr., and as a result 
Mr. Kirby placed Col. Mulhall under the 
direction of the genera] manager of the agao- 
clation, Mr. J. Philip Bird. It appears that 
President Kirby became alarmed at this time 
concerning the loose talk about associa - 
tion’s confidential] business. 


Knowledge of Secret Work. 

Consequently the following letter was writ- 
ten under date of June 13, 1910. It contains 
a very interesting confession of Kirby’s 
knowledge of and acquiescence in the secret 
work which he always publicly disavowed. 

I am strongly impressed with the umwisdom of too 
much letter writing about matters of a confidential 
mature, having just passed through an experience 
which clearly Gemonstrated to me the Ganger of 
too free written gzpression o@ matters that 
should be carefully guarded and eot subjected to 
the scrutiny of those who ougr@ not to be con- 
versant with them. This precagtion is necessary 
to guard against leaks which Would be apt to 
destroy the confidesce imposed in you end, as ¢ 
consequence, your usefulness also. 

On July 11, 1910, General Counsel Emery 
wrote from New York to Col. Mulhall in 
Baltimore, inclosing a check for $560 and ask- 
ing the colonel to see that $25 each was 
handed to two colored messengers at the 
capitol who had access to committee rooms 
and had been useful in securing information. 

On Aug. 30, 1010. Col. Mulhall wrote to 
President Taft from Beverly, Mass., asking 
for a hearing for himself and Genera} Man- 
ager Bird, claiming that they represented 
47,000 manufacturers, a large majority of 
whom were Taft's active supporters, He 
received an immediate reply from C. D. Nor- 
ton, secretary to the president, appointing 
the afternoon of Sept. 12 as a time for Col. 
Mulhall and General Manager Bird to see the 
arti 5 at the Summer White House at 
Beverly.

I note copies of your letters of the 26th to 
Messrs. Bird and Watson, in the Contents of which 
I am greatly interested, yet I feel constrained 
to again remind you of the danger of putting too 
much on paper. I have been expressly impressed 
with this thought since having my grip put off at 
Columbus by @ porter while I was bound for New 
York, the grip containing @ package of corre- 
spondence, among which were copies of your re- 
ports from Atlantic City, which would have made 
interesting reading had the papers happened to 
have gotten into some particular person's hands. I, 
shall at ell times be giad to hear from you, but I 
suggest that you be careful about going into details 
as to your maneuvers, which, as a rule, can best 
be reported verbally to Mr. Bird. 

Some “Confidential” Work. 
In a report to Mr. Bird on Jan. 27, 1911, Col. 


Mulhall said: 

I have been extremely busy for the past few days, 
upon the senate side, for two leading members of 
the senate, upon confidential political work. I have 
been successful with the work thet I was" do- 
ing, and I have been gathering information con- 
cerning the appointments of the committees for 
the Sixty-second congress, and I reported to Mr. 
Emery this morning that I am positive that we 
will fare very much better with the incoming 
Democrats of the house than we have been doing 
with the present congress. I assured Mr. Emery 
that if he would select or name some man that 
we could agree on for the chairman of the com- 
mittee on labor that we could have him ap- 
pointed, and I also told Mr. Emery that I am 
positive that we will control the judicial committee 
and its sub-committees, and also the labor com- 
mittee and its sub-committees, im the next con- 


Did Everything to Help the Bill. 
Om Feb. 3, 1911, Col. Mulhall reported to 


General Manager Bird: 


I was engaged until midnight last night here on 
different measures, and I know you can see by the 
dispatch from Washington this morning that the 
ocean mail subsidy bill passed the senate on a tie 
yesterday, the vice president's vote saving thw 
measure before the senate. 

I have done everything to help the bill along 
all this week, and intend to work for the balance 
of this week and next to do all we can to get it 
through the house; but the Democrats of the house 
side of congress are lined up almost solidly against 
it, and besides that there isa lot of the leading Re- 
publican members of the house who will not vote 
for it, and there is very little chance of it becoming 
@ law, and from the best information I can get on 
the house side I am positive that this will not pass. 

We have been completely successful up to date tn 
blocking any injunction measures, and yesterday 
on the house side there was very little progress 
made upon the Moon bill, and for the balance of 
the session I feel that this bill will be blocked, 
thereby stopping all chance of the labor lobby being 
successful on any tnjunction measure for the next 
four weeks. 

Favors from Various Members. 

Ae a side igsue in his line of lobbying Col. 
Mulhall has secured many favors from vari- 
ous members of congress for the officers of 
N. A. M., and among these favors one of the 
most frequent was the misuse of the frank- 
ing privilege. 

In a letter on March 13, 1911, to J. H. Mc- 
Michael, secretary to Congressman McDer- 
mott of Illinois, Col. Mulhall said: 

Another thing I suppose you have forgotten is 
those 1,000 franks you promised. I have been 
waiting for some time to send those to the New 
York office, but up to the present time they have 
not reached my home, where you agreed to send 
them. 

Congressional franks used ad lib. by the 
New York office of the N. A. M. did not con- 
stitute the only misuse of governmental 


privileges. The following letter to Genera} 


Manager Bird under date of June 21, 1911, 
from Col. Mulhall in Washington indicates it: 

All those booke that I promised foe send to the 
New York office I am having bound at the puDlic 
priiting office. I expect to be able to begin to 
ship them over to rovu.some time next week. 


Sherman’s Enthusiastic Support. 

The late Vice President J. 8. Sherman lent 
his enthuslastic support to a large part of 
Col. Mulhall's efforts, as the following letter 
will indicate: 

21.°1911.—My Dear Mr. Mulhall: Yam in 
receipt of your kind favor of the 20th inet.. and

If it te possible 
for our organization to defeat this measure I 
think we will have accomplished one of the great- 
est pieces of work in the history of the organize- 
tion 


J. H. McMichael proved to be one of the 
most effective agents of Col. MulNall in 
establishing a secret service for spying on 
the members of congress. McMichael was 
secretary to Congressman McDermott of 
Iilinois, and during the congress of 1909 and 
1910 was the chief page on the floor of the 
house of representatives. In this capacity he 
was enabled to make many valuable con- 
fidential reports to Mulhall concer ning the 
agents of the individual members in com- 
mittee rooms and during executive sessions. 


Lloyd Became Suspicious, 

In the organization of the congress of 1911 
and 1912 James T. Lloyd, who had charge of 
the appointments of the pages. refused to 
reappoint McMichael as chief page, evi- 
dently being somewhat suspicious of hie ac- 
tivity on the floor the previous two vears. 
Instead of that important post, he secured 
McMichael a position ax doorkeeper to the 
press gallery of the house. In the latter 
post, as in the former, McMichael proved 
invaluable to Mulhall’s work and received 
additional money payments for services 
rendered, 


Use Congressional Letterheads, 

THE TRIBUNE has in its possession some of 
the reports made to Col. Mulhall by Mc- 
Michael. They were on letterheads of the 
* House of Representatives,”’ ‘ Committee 
on Agriculture of the House of Representa- 
tives,” ‘Congressman James T. MecDer- 
mott,” “Press Gallery of the House of Repre- 
sentatives,’’ and ‘‘ The Hotel Reuter.’ These 
notes record the status of bills of interest 
to the N. A. M.: as to whether they were 
likely to come out of committee, and when 
etc., and especially they inform Col. Miul- 
hmll of the various shifting tactics employed 
both by labor representatives and the repre- 
sentatives who were the “ friends’ of the 
manufacturers.

Many Approve Motion,

There was a gen- 
eral strike all over the United States against 
the job printers, and it was under the direc- 
tion of the International Typographical 
union. The union men won that strike in 
that they were granted an eight hour day, 
although the fight cost us three or four mil- 
lion dollars. 

“J don’t know what the influences were 
that might have been brought to bear in the 
east. I know that there was no money spent 
with our officials here. But we were eware 
of the efforts of the National Association of 
Manufacturers here during the strike to 
break down our organization, and they suc- 
ceeded in several instances in getting print- 
ers to go back to work in open shops. Itis 
probable those printers Were amply re- 
warded. 

N. A. M. Aided Boss Printers. 

“ The National Association of Manufactur- 
ers sent out thousands of lettere in Chicago 
in the years following the etrike urging them 
not to do business with the job printers who 
employed union labor. We know the asso- 
ciation contributed money to many owners 
of the nonunion shops to keep them going.

I gave him the 
indorsement of the Building Trades council, 
but I had no information about him more 
than that he was always considered a friend 
of organized labor.

Wilson Makes Denial. 


Former Congressmen William W. Wilson, 
who was defeated for re@lection in the Third 
Chicago district last fall, after ten years at 
Washington, denied Col. Mulhall’s statement 
that he ever had dealings directly or indi- 
rectly with the manufacturefs’. association 
lobby 

‘*T never had my honor questioned before," 
he said. ‘I cannot understand it. There Is 
a& mistake somewhere. In the printed list of 
men who were said to have been subservient 
to the wishes of the manufacturers’ lobby is 
the name ‘former Congressman W. H. Wil- 
son, Illinois.’ While my initials are‘ W. W.,’ 
so far as 1 know Iam the only Wilson who 
ever represented Illinois in congress. 

"YT never knew Col. Mulhall—never to my 
knowledge. I never wrote a letter to him. I 
don’t know a member of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers as such. No mem- 
ber of thet erganization ever has written to 
me to do anything that I know of. 


Fails to Find Record, 


“With my secretary I have been spending 
the day in my office since reading Col. Mul- 
hall's statement, and we have searched dill- 
gently for any record that might give the 
slightest credence to the charge so faras I 
am concerned. 

‘* Some fellows hung around my office while 
I was in congress, as they do around every 
congressman, but if they used me I never 
knew it. I served my districtat Washington 
from the Fifty-elghth to the Sixty-second 
congress, inclusive, During that period I op- 
posed ratifer than favored attacks on organ- 
ized labor. 

“T could, if necessary, go into details ta 
show by the records I supported the eight hour 
law and other progressive measures. Why, 
Samuel Gompers indorsed me in a pamphlet 
for my attitude on labor legislation, I did not 
line up with Cannon, Watson, Sherman, and 
others mentioned In Col, Mulhall’s list. I had 
my first falling out with them over the ship 
gubsidy bill, which I opposed in the Fifty- 
eighth congress. 

“1 voted egainst Cannon on his rules 
proposition and against the rule for the con- 
sideration of the Payne-Aldrich tariff. I 
have been proud of my record in congress and 
am at a josa to understand how my name 
could be associated in the manner it has ip 
Col. Mulhali’s Ust, assuming, of course, that 
he meant me when he listed ‘ W. H. Wilson.’ ” 


Glenn Asks of Mulhall, 

“* What's Mulhall sore about?’ asked) John 
M. Gienn, secretary of the Illinols Manwfac- 
turer® association. 

“I know all of the men mentioned in Mul- 
hall’s statement as being conmected with the 
National Association of Manufacturers,”’ he 
said, “‘and I never knew them to do a thing 
that waa questionable, It is true the na- 
tional association sought to prevent the 
passage of laws considered inimicai to busi- 
ness, :

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SHEIRM ADMITS AID 


Former Congressman Remem- 
~ bers Colonel Helped 
Elect Him. 
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NO REPLY ON HAT STRIKE 


Baltimore, Md. June 29.—[Special.}]— 
Branding as ridiculous Col. Mulhall’s alle- 
gations that he was one of those whom the 
lobbyists of the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers had no difficulty in reaching and 
influencing for business, political, or sympa- 
thetic reasons during recent years, James A. 
vary, ex-president of the Merchants and 
Manufaeturers’ association of this city, for- 
merly postmaster general, declared emphat- 
ically tonight that Mulhall had never sought 
his influence on any matter. 

“I ean find no other word to describe the 
statement as you have told it to me,” said 
Mr. Gary. “ It is absurdly ridiculous for the 
man to say that he.had no trouble in reaching 
me or gaining my influence in the interest 
of the association he claimg to represent. I 
cannot understand why he should use my 
name. 

Says He Knew Mulhall Slightly. 

“T knew Col. Mulhall when I was active in 
politics and have seen him a number of times, 
but I knew him as I would know ‘ John 
Smith ’ or ‘ Bill Jones’ or any one elee Whom 
I might meet in a casual way. 

“Col, Mulhall never sought my influence 
in any matter, and I cannot see why he 
ehould use my name as being easily reached 
by the lobbyists of the association that he 
claims to have represented.”’ 

‘*Did you know Mulhall as eae lobbyist?’ 
he was asked. 

‘No. I merely knew him as a man inter- 
ested in politics,’’ he replied, “and I don't 
know that I ever knew what hia interests 
were.” 

‘‘ Did he ever approach you on any business 
or political proposition?’ 

‘ Never,” Mr. Gary answered with em- 
phasis. ‘‘I don't know in what way he could 
have even desired to have my influence.” 

Scheirm Admits Mulhall Aid. 

Former Congréssman Charles R. Scheirm 
denied emphatically that he had ever known 
Mulhall as a lobbyist. 

“T was elected to congress tn 1900 and 
was a candidate for re@lection in 1902, at 
which time I was defeated, and since then I 
have net been a candidate,” he said. ‘ Col. 
Mulhall mentioned my name in connections 
with the campaign of 1004, at which time I 
was not a candidate. 

“In fairness to Col. Mulhall, I might 
state that he helped me among the Iron mold- 
ers of Baltimore city in the campaign of 
1902. I was an iron molder by trade and I 
understood Mulhall, at the request of the 
Molders’ association, was sent by the nation- 
al Republican committee to organize the 
iron molders of Baltimore. That is the ofily 
capacity in which lever knew Mulhall." 


Replies for Cardinal Gibbons, 

Gardinal Gibbons was out of town today, 
resting at Woodstock college. The state- 
ment that the National Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation sought to influence the prelate to 
compel a settlement of the Hatmakers’ 
strike favorable to the hat manufacturers 
was shown to the Rev. P, C, Gavan, chan- 
cellor of the archdiocese and personal rep- 
resentative of the cardinal. 

‘‘l know the cardinal would not make a 
reply to anything of that kind,”’ Father Ga- 
van said, “I can say that he has nothing 


to say.” 


BENNET TELLS OF DINNER, 

New York, June 29.—[Special. )}—Ex-Repre- 
sentative William 8. Bennet gave out tonight 
a reply to Col. Mulhall’s charge that the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, at Mr. 
Bennet's solicitation, paid for a dinner at the 
Machinery club on Oct. @ 1909, at which Mr. 
Bennet, Otto T. Bannard, then a candidate 
for mayor; Mr. Prendergast, a candidate for 
controller, and John Purroy Mitchel. a can- 
didate for president of the board of alder- 
men, were entertained by President Van 
Cleave and other manufacturers. This. is 
the statement: 

“ My attention has been called to Col. Mul- 
hall's statement. Every one in Washington 
knows Col. Mulhall. He and Mr. Gompers 
commanded respectively the embattled 
camps of the manufacturers and the union 
laborers. If a congressman voted on the 
labor union side for so-called labor union 
measures, the manufacturers went into his 
district and tried to defeat him. If he voted 
the manufacturers way, the unions went 
after him. Either way he voted, life was 
made unhappy for the congressman. 


Denies Attempt to Influence. 

‘Col. Mulhall never influenced my vote, 
nor attempted to influence my vate, on any 
measure during the six years that I was in 
congress. Neither did the N. A. M., except 
through circulars, such as came on both 
sides on such questions to all congressmen. 

**Col. Mulhall's story about the hincheon 
at the Machinery club during the fusion cam- 
paign of 1909, which I managed, is quite true 
as far as it goes. The N. A. M. invited us, 
and we all went—Mr. Bannard, Mr. Prender- 
gast; Mr. Mitchel and myself. Col. Mulhal] 
omitted to say that we went at his invitation, 
and that the business men composing the 
asseciation were deeply ipterested in the 
cause of good government, and wanted to be 
of substantial assistance. 

‘Some officers of the N. A. M. were there, 
but I cannot remember their names. This is 
the first intimation I have ever had that the 
luncheon was given as a favor to me. Col. 
Mulha!! did suggest a plan to meby which he 
thought we could raise $100,000 for the cam- 
paign. I looked into the plan, and its details 
did not commend themselves to me. 

“Since then, I do not remember having 
seen the colonel. The N. A. M. never con- 
tributed to my campaign expenses or as- 
sisted me in any other way.”

EFFORT TO BRIBE GOMPERS. 

New York, June 29.—[ Special. ]—As far back 
as November, 1907, Samue) Gompers charged 
that Broughton Brandenburg, who has been 
in difficulties several times in recent years, 
attempted to bribe him, acting for President 
Van Cleave of the National Association of 
Manufacturers. Mr. Gompers sald that 
Brandenburg bore from the manufacturers 
an offer “ that he would be made comfort- 
able for life’ if he would sing his swan song 
as a labor union leader. Brandenburg, said 
Mr. Gompers, had composed the swan song, 
and had it al! ready for singing. 

In the Bucks stove boycott proceedings at 
Washington, D. C., the following year, Mr. 
Gompers alleged that Brandenburg, on be- 
half ef Van Cleave and the manufacturers, 
had offered him an annual income of $5,000 
for life if he would quit union leadership 
and betray the secrets of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. A lump sum in cash was 
to be handed to Mr. .Gompers at the outset of 
negotiations. 

Mr. Gompers parleyed and tried to get an 
interview with Van Cleave. The latter 
would not consent. Finally Mr. Gompers re- 
pulsed Brandenburg. 

The go-between is referred to in the Muk 
hall statement as ‘‘ Mr. X" and “‘ Mr. Y.” 


PROGRESSIVE PARTY KEEPS 
ITS ANNIVERSARY THIS WEEK, 


Col. Roosevelt to Be Chief Speaker at 
Three Day Celebration Opening at 
Newport, R. I., Tomorrow. 

New York, June 29.—[Special.]—The Pro- 
gressive party will celebrate the first anni- 
versary of its establishment on July 1, 2, and 
8 at Newport, R. L, with what is expected 
to be “the biggest political joy feast ever 
held in this country.” Col. Roosevelt ts to 
be the big attraction, but all the prominent 
Progressive leaders in the country have been 
invited to be present and make speeches. 

The celebration has been arranged by the 
national service end of the Progresaive party, 
and that order will nave charge of all the 
arrangementa.

* This, ' Emery says, “ is probably the final 
effort of this individual to wreak a well paid 
revenge by a grossly false attack upon those 
who found him unworthy of trust. Failing 
in blackmail, he resorted to slander.” 

Emery further attacked the representations 
that have been made that Mulhall in making 
his disclosures has been actuated by pa- 
triotic motives. 


Emery Issues Statement. al 

Emery’s statement follows: 

“ The statement or the alleged Col. Mulhall 
illustratea thé most dangerous and malicious 
form of falsehood—that which fabricates a 
tissue of lies on a slight foundation of truth. 

* It ia true that the National Association of 
Manufacturers has for a number of years, in 
co6peration with many business associa- 
tions, opposed legislation proposed and per- 
sistently demanded by organized labor for 
the purpose of relieving labor combinations 
of civil and criminal lability for their acts in 
furtherance of trade disputes and to validate 
the boycott and to cripple the pewer of the 
federal and state courts for the purpose of 
giving equitable protection to personal and 
property rights of employer and employé 
threatened with injury or destrystion in the 
course of such disputes. : 

“ The opposition of this agsaociation te such 
measures has not been secret, but it has 
sought In every way to give publicity to these 
proposals, to the nature of the forces behind 
them, and to the character of support which 
they were receiving from public men, in the 
hope that public attention being attracted to 
them, public opinion would justly condema 
them. 


Tells of Lobby Methods. 

“To thig end such legislative proposals 
have been analysed, information respecting 
them distributed through bulletina, and ar- 
gument against them made before commit- 
tees of congress, from the public platform 
and in the public press. 

** During the course of this contest, organ- ‘ 
ized labor has undertaken to elect represen- 
tatives pledged to its proposals, and peraist- 
ently endeavored to defeat public men whe 
opposed its demands that labor combinations 
be exempted from the general pena! and civil 
law, and that injunctive protection be wih- 
drawn from the property and rights of em- 
ployers engaged in labor disputes, and this 
has sometimes been an issue, ag in the fa- 
mous Littlefield campaign in Maine. ° 

“ The association has appealed to its mem- 
bers and to business men generally to give 
support to public men who dared to oppose , 
such pernicious demands. 

“ Mulhall! wes employed in some instances 
in campaigns where such iesues existed, to 
enlist the legitimate support of business men 
i an effort to defend their own elementary 
righte and prevent the defeat of public men 
for their plain performance of duty. 

“It has been li part of the duty of 
the Washington office of the association to 
answer the inquiries of members of business 
associations with respect to pending legisia- 
tion. ye 

Sent Billa to Members, . 

“To this end it waa necessary to compile, 
analyze, and place in bulletin form informa- 
tion respecting billa, documents, opinions af- 
feoting the business relations of the depart- . 
ments, and other matters of interest and eon- 
venience to our members and industria) asso 
ciations. 

“To this end Mulhall frequently, while in 
the employ of the association, collected or 
arranged for the collection of documents and 
materials of this character, sometimes in- 
terviewing members of comapittees with re- 
spect to progress of legislation, in order that 
the information might be obtained for dis- 
tribution.

May Try to Postpone Hearing. 

An effort undoubtedly will be made to have 
the Overman committee postpone as long as 
possible its investigation into the Muthall 
charges. 

It will be claimed that the committee should 
first conclude its inquiry with regard to the 
sugar and wool lobbies and to probe more 
deeply into the Union Pacific affairs. 

It is apparent, however, that in the end 
the Mulhall charges must be thoroughly 
sifted. Consequently it is impossible to deter- 
mine how long the Overman committee will 
sit. 

Mr. Overman says the investigation al- 
ready has revealed evidences of the workings 
of the lobby far in excess of the expectations 
of the president and the members of the 
senate who authorized the committee..to 
make the inquiry.

Try to Explain Connections.

The men placed on the “ blacklist” of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, no- 
tably Speaker Champ Clark, did not hesitate 
to testify to the efforts of the association to 
drive them into private life. 

Senator Nelson of Minnesota, who Is a 
member of the lobby investigating commit- 
tee, and who was mentioned in the Mulhall 
statement, tonight said he would demand 
the privilege of instantly appearing before his 
associates on the committee to deny under 
oath that he was influenced in any way in 


voting on legislation. 
McDermott Denies Nearly All. 


Representative McDermott of the stock 
yards district of Chicago denied nearly all 
of the statements regarding his alleged rela- 
tions with Mulhall, but admitted that Mul- 
hall had assisted him in procuring a check 
fer $250 from Harold McCormick, treasurer 
of the International Harvester company. 
McCormick is a member of the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers 

McDermott denied he had forged the check 
which Mr. McCormick made payable to Mul- 
hall. He said Mulhall gave him authority 
to indorse Mulhall’s name on the check and 
to cash it and retain the money. 

“ Mulhall says you were worried, when he 

left the employ of the lobby because you no 
longer would receive the sums of money 
he was in the habit of giving you from time 
to time,” the congressman was informed. 
. “That's a lie,”’ said McDermott, “ Mulhal! 
never gave me a cent of money. On the 
contrary he ‘touched’ me frequently for 
joans and he never paid them back."’

“Tt happened to meet Mulhall in Chicago 
about the ist of April, 1912. He said he 
thought he could get some money contributed 
to my campaign and I told him I would ap- 
preciate it. But it is not true that I sent him 
to see Edward Tilden, or any other packer. 
If he went to see Tilden with George Fiem- 
ing, my campaign manager, I did not know 
of it. I never heard of Mulhall seeing any- 
body except Harold McCormick and I w 
with him on that occasion. { 


Went to See McCormick. 

** Mulhall and I called at Mr. McCormick's 
office, and Mulhall told Mr. McCormick that 
he wee trying to raise some money for my 
campaign. He said he would appreciate it 
if Mr. McCormick could find tt possible to 
make a contribution to the fund. Mr. Mc- 
Cormick. told Mulhall that the Harvester 
company did not make campaign contribu- 
tions. Then, turning to me, Mr. McCormick 
said: 

** But if it would help you any, Congrese- 
man, I would be glad to make a personal 
contribution to your campaign.’ 

“ Mulhall’s statement that he told Mr. Mc- 
Cormick I had given the Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation valuable assistance is a He. 
McCormick simply said that he would have 
a check sent to Mulball for my campaign. 
He did not say anything about all checke for 
campaign purposes having to come from the 
McCormick estate. 


Says Mulhall Quit Working. 

*“ After working with Fleming for two or 
three days trying to raise funds for me with- 
out success, Mulhall said he could do-me no 
good and left for the east, presumably Balti- 
more. Before heaving he told me that the 
check from Mr. McCormick would be sent 
to him at the Sherman house. He told meto 
call at the Sherman house for a letter ad- 
dressed to him, to open it and cash the check. 
He expressly gave me authority to indorke 
his naine on the check in cashing It. 

“TT called at the Sherman house, but there 
was no letter and no check. SoI telephoned 
Mr. McCormick’s office, saying that the 
check had not arrived and probably had been 
lost. They said they would make out a 
duplicate check, and I called at the office and 
got it. It was a check for $250, payable to 
Muthall. I indorsed the check with Mul- 
hall’s name in accordance with his author- 


ity.” 


a 


Doesn’t Recall Indorsement, 

‘Did you also indorse your own name?” 
he was asked. 

‘Tl do not remember,” replied McDermott. 

‘** Where did you cash it?’ 

“I don’t remember,” said the congress- 
man. “I probably turned it over to Flem- 
ing and he cashed it with a number of others. 
When the duplicate check was given to me 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust company, on 
which it was drawn, was instructed to can- 
cel the original check. Mulhall had recetved 
the original check, it turned out, but had 
said nothing to me aboutit. I believe that 
he received it while at the Sherman house, 
that he pocketed it and immediately left 
town. 

** Mulhall cashed the original check in Bal- 
timore. When the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust campany -was notified by Baltimore 
that the original had been cashed, Mr. Estes 
of that bank telephoned me that informa- 
tion. I explained and the bank called off 
Mulhall to pay up. But-Mulhall refused, 


Says He Paid for Check. 

“T could not have been compelled to pay 
the check, for the original had been canceled 
and the bank was <sesponsible. But I had.a 
feeling of a moral obligation to Mr. McCor- 
mick for his kindness and I told Mr. Estes 
that I felt morally responsible. So F paid 
the bank thé $250, not wanting Mr. McCor- 
mick to know of Mulhall’s peculiar actions in 
the transaction.”’ 

‘Mulhall says you agreed to let him have 
the check as compensation for his services in 
raising money for yoy and that you forged 
his name in indorsing the check,” McDer- 
mott was informed. 

“That is a lie,’ said the congressman. 
‘‘He never said anything about compensa- 
tion. He said he was helping me as a per- 
sonal favor. He fully understood that the 
check was to goto me. And when he told me 
to indorse his name on the check, that is not 
forgery, is it?’’ 

Talked Over Check Matter. 

“ Did you ever see him again and ask him 
why he kept the money?” 

“Yes, I met him ore day and said: ‘ Mul- 
hall, why did you play me that dirty trick? 
He said: ‘ Well, I needed the money.’ He 
never paid me back and I washed my hands 
of the whole matter. I have not seen much 
of“him since. 

‘*T saw him last Thursday on the street and 
we stopped and talked a few minutes. He 
seemed to want to be friendly to meand said 
he was on his way to New York. The next 
way I heard of him is by this mass of fabri- 
cations. 

“After he quit the manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation I always wondered why he was try- 
ing to show me friendship when he never had 
before. But I readily understood now why 
he was so friendly. His object evidently 
was to trim me because I never would sup- 
port his legislation. I always voted in the 
interest of labor.’”’ 


Says McCormick Is His Friend. 

“ Did you know Mr. McCormick person- 
ally?’’ ; 

“ Yes, he is a friend of mine,""said McDer- 
mott. ‘‘ He generally calls at my office when 
he is in Washington.” ‘ 

“ Then why did you take Mullhall with you 
to ask Mr. McCormick for the contribution?” 

“ Why, he said he knew him and had in- 
fluence with him,’’ replied McDermott. 

' On. other charges by Mulhall McDermott 
' said: ‘“ As far as my first mecting with Mul- 
hall is concerned, he came into my office and 
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told me he represented the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers. . 
He Turned Mulhall Down? 

“ ‘I'm against you,’ I told him; ‘ I'm on the 
ether sitie.’ He didn’t call very often after 
that and I didn’t give him any satisfaction 
when he did. I showed him that I stood with 
‘Jabor and against his crowd all along the line. 

“The manufacturers’ lobby never had any 
hold onine. The votes in the house on labor 

legislation will prove that.” 

‘“* Mulhall saye he worked with your seo- 
retary, M haele, writing letters to capl- 
taliste in your district,"" McDermott was 
informed, 

“ McMichaels never was my secretary.” 
he replied. “I got him a job running an 
elevator in the capito). If Mulhall worked 
with McMichaels in my behalf I never knew 
of it. I never asked McMichaels to do any- 
thing for Mulhall.” 


Wavers on Frank Privilege. 
“Did you allow Mulhall to use your frank 
in sending documents to manufacturers? ”

man. “I never ellowed Mulhall or any~

Denies Hiring House Pages. 

McDermott denied that he ever had sug- 
gested to Mulhall that McMichaels use the 
pages of the house of representatives to 
gather “ingide tnformation”™ on legislation 
and transmit it to the manufacturers’ lobby. 
McMichaels had been a page on the floor of 
the house, 

“I never told Mulhal! any such thing,” 
he said. ‘It isn’t necessary to get informa- 
tion about legislation from pages. Anybody 
Can get it from the house calendar.”’ 

“ But Mulhali says the pages at your sug- 
gestion brought him -advance information 
of intended legislative moves and that in 
this way he learned two weeks tn advance of , 
the Hughes rider to the sundry civil appro-¥ 
priation bill providing for an eight hour day 
on government work. The rider was de- 
feated.”’ 


Never Gave Lobby Secrets? 

“He got no advance information that I° 
know of,’ replied McDermott. “I never 
gave away any secret information to the 
manufacturers’ lobby and never caused any- 
body else to do so.” 

“Do you know whether McMichael¢ was 
On Mulhall’s pay roll for $50 a month and 
whether he asked the manufacturers’ lobby 
to pay him $16 for the carfare of pages to 
the lobby office?” 

“I have no knowledge of McMichaels’ re- 
lations with Mulhall, but I do not think there 
is any truth in his statement on that score,”

| Said the congressman. 
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Never Had Room at Capitol? 

“ What about the room in the capitol Mul- 
hall says you placed at his disposa)? "’ 

“I never had a room in the capitol.” re- 
plied McDermott. “Clyde Tavenner had a 
room in the capitol In which he did his news- 
Paper. work. I helped Tavenner a good deal 
and used to go to thatroom. But never told 
Mulhall he could use the room, and I never 
saw him there. His statement that i sent 
McMichaels to meet him there frequently is 
a lie.”’ 


Bartholdt Gives Out Statement. 

Representative Richard Barthéldt of Mis 
souri said regarding the allegations of Col. 
Mubhall: 

“I have been on thé hotise cormnmitt on 
labor during the twelve or fourteen yeas of 
my service in congress. Before that commit- 
tee have been fought out all the great bat- 
tles between labor and capital, which have 
influenced one way or another the legisla- 
tion of the period. 

“ During my tenure on that committee I 
have always looked carefully Into the pre- 
sentations of both sides of all these argu- 
ments. I have voted for the contentions 
of the labor men and time and again I have 
voted on the aside of the capitalists. 

““I voted against the demands of labor 
when the effort was made to exempt labor 
unions from the operation of the anti-trust 
law. I told the labor representatives that 
I considered the legislation pernicious. I 
explained to them that when you exempt a 
class distinction such as was sought by 
that measure you abolish equality before the 
law, and when equality before the law be- 
comes a dead letter in our national policy, 
I want to get out of congress. 


Denies Manufacturers Own Him. 

“IT have said to the manufacturers and 
other employers times without number: ‘ you 
don't own me.” I have said the same thingto 
the labor people both in congress and on the 
stump. 

“IT have never been approached with an im- 
proper proposal from either side in all these 
years of controversy. I have never consid- 
ered either the labor men or the manyfac- 
turers ‘‘lobbyists’’ in the sinister sense of 
the term.” 


Webb Recalls Old Favor. 

Reprerentative E. ¥. Webb of North Caro- 
lina, who is mentioned in connection with the 
activities of the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers at Washington, said tonight that 
he recalls an invitation to attend a meeting 
of the association and to deliver an address, 
but that he declined. 

“I never voted for a single thing that the 
association proposed,”’ said Mr. Webb. “I 


think that I waa invited to attend one of the 
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| annual meetings of the organization at Ip- 
dianapolis or some other western city.” 


Sherley Denies Mulhall 

Representative Swager Sheriey of Ken- 
tucky, who was mentioned in Mulhall’s state- 
ment, said tonight: 

‘*T do not know Mulhall, and the statement 
that I was ever influenced by the National 
Association of Manufacturers or by anybody 
else is absolutely untrue.” : 

Mr. Sheriey, when asked whether he had 
anything further to say, added that he would 
make a statement on the floor of the house. 


Walsh Promises Deep Inguiry. 

Senator Walsh, Democrat, of Montana, 
member of the lobby investigating commit- 
tee, said: ‘‘ The disclosures made in today’s 
TRIBUNE regarding the operations of the 
National Association of Manufacturers opens 
up an entirely new field for investigation by 
the members of our committee. 

‘We will probe to the very bottom of this 
affair and make every effort to expose any 
wrongdoing to the people of the country. It 
has been my opinion ail along that the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers has 
been very active in labor legislation, and 
has endeavored to prevent legislation of this 
character pending before congress inithical 
to the interests of the association from be- 
ing enacted into law.” 


Reec Calls Revelations Startling. 

Senator Reed, Democrat, of Missour!, mem- 
ber of the senate lobby investigating commit- 
tee, sald: ‘“‘ The revelations in Tue TrisunE 
are startling. 

‘If the statements of Col. Mulhall can be 
verified by substantial proof they will dem- 
onstrate conolusively to my mind what I 
have for a long ttme believed, that this as#so- 
ciation has been actively engagéd in politics 
for a number of years and has used every 
influence it could bring to béar in order to 
contro! both branches of our national legis- 
lature, 

“As a member of the investigating com- 
mittee you can say for me that we intend to 
probe the charges. made by Col. Mulhall in 
THe TRIBUNE to the bottom. We will not 
spare anybody mentioned by him if such per- 
sons have been guilty of wrongdoing. 

“It is apparent that the disclosures made 
in TAs TRIBUNE today have only touched the 
surface and that more startling evidence re- 
mains to be uncovered. THE TRIBUNE is 
doing a great work in bringing to light the 
methods of the Nationa!

Speaker Clark Sees Conspiracy. 

Speaker Clark, whom the National Manu- 
facturers’ association endeavored to defeat 
for reélection, said tonight: 

“ There were a hundred evidences of a con- 
spiracy to defeat me in the 1908 and 1910 
campaigns. I could not say that the Nation- 
al Manufacturers’ association contributed 
money to fight me or that any agent of theirs 
appeared above the surface in the district. 
But that I had been singled out for attack 
and that money was poured into the Ninth 
district In those years was apparent. 

“ They were so sly in 1908, however, that 
I did not get on to the truth until along 
towards election day. The result was that 
my plurality was cut down to 1,807, the lowest 
I have received at any time since I was 
snowed under by the Republican tidal wave 
of 1894. They nearly got me in 1908. 


Chicago Boodle Was Used. 

“In 1910 I was warned. A friend of mine 
came to me and told me the national Re- 
publican bosses had passed the word inio 
Missouri that I must be defeated. He told 
me they were confident they were going to 
Go me up and had the stuff to do it with. 
This ‘ stuff’ consisted of a big contribution 
of boodle from Chicago. That a conspiracy 
was formed to defeat mel haven't the slight- 
est doubt, 

“ From the beginning of the campaign in 
September the sigms of conspiracy were 
numerous. Speakers from all parts of the 
state and nation trooped into the Ninth. It 
was a mortal cinch that they were not paying 
their own expenses. Fellows were running 
around every township in every county leg- 
ging against me. Just how nruch was spent 
or where the money came from I cannot say. 


Clark Hears of Plot. 

“Tt was the first Sunday in October, the 
second day of the month, that I was warned 
I was at the Laclede hotel in St. Louls. A 
man, whose name I cannot mention, came 
to me and told me of the plot. Then I be- 
came certain the fight on me was neither in- 
spired nor fancied wholly within the estate. 

“On the next day, Monday, Oct. 3, I mads 
a epeech at Troy, in which I charged a con- 
spiracy had been made against me by the 
corrupt bosses because I was obnoxious to 
them in congress. Every man in the district 
knew of the expensive character of the carn- 
paign and it made my people mad. Repub- 
licans came over to me who had never voted 
for a Democrat before.

Gettysburg Once More Swarms 
with Troops, but. Not in 
Battle Array. 


MANY HIT BY THE HEAT. 


Formal Program Only Two Hours 
Each Day; President Is to 
Speak on July 4. 


Gettysburg, Pa., June 29.—Gettysburg to- 
dey stepped fifty years backward into the 
halo of history and looked again on an army 
of blue and an army of gray, meeting at her 
doorstep to join in the semi-centennial cele- 
bration of the greatest battle of the war be- 
tween the states, and to show the world that 
scars are not so deep as the feeling of Amer- 
lean brotherhood. 

From early morning-until long. after sun- 
down the veterans in blue and gray trooped 
into the little town which has slept so peace- 
fully among its hille since Lee and Meade 
turned their legions southward so long ago. 

From the station of the two railroads that 
come into the village ts a good long mile to 
the camp of 5,000 tents where the veterans 
are housed. Many of them made the trip 
by automobile or by carriage or in the friend- 
ly shelter of a “ seeing Gettyeburg ” car, but 
thousands shouldered their suitcases and 
walked. . 

The sun was scorching hot under a cloud- 
less, sky, and many succumbed before they 
found their tents. j 

Camp in Shot-Swept Slope. 

The camp itself lies on ground thet has 
been baked as hard as brick and dried into 
dust by the winds that sweep between the 
hills, but its sanitation, ite water supply, and 


{ts plane for comfort and for the feeding of 


thousands of men have been made with the 
utmost care. 

The tents fall westward with the slope of 
the ground from the Emmitsburg road to the 
point on Seminary ridge where the immortal 
charge of Pickett started on the third day uf 
the fight. They cover the peach orchard 
and the wheat field where thousands of 
men were lost and part of the ground over 
which Pickett charged, but they do not reach 
to the “ bloody angle” or to the base of 
Cemetery ridge, from whose heights Meade's 
artillery poured out its merciless rain of 
grape and canister and cut to pleces the 
legions of Pickett. 

The formal exercises will be held in a big 
tent near the Emmitsburg road, but they 
will last only two hours each day, and the 
rest of the time the veterans will spend as 
they please. 

The news that President Wilson is coming 
to make a speech July 4 caused a stir today. 


Six Hurt in Trolley Crash. 

The first serious accident of the celebra- 
tion came today when two trolley cars on 
the Gettysburg Railway company’s line, 
which runs over the battlefield, met in head- 
on collision near the Devil's Den, one of 
the historic spots: Six passengers were 
slightly injured, but none seriously. John 
Collins of 420 Standish street, Elmira, N. Y., 
a member of Edgar Fitch post, G. A. R., of 
that city, was knocked down by a buggy 
near the intersection of Washington and 
Chambersburg streets in Gettysburg. At the 
Pennsylvania state hospital the surgeons 
had not determined whether he is suffering 
from a fractured skull, but said that his in- 
juries are serious. There were many heat 
prostrations during the day but most of the 
sufferers revived under hospital treatment. 

Augustus A. Brown of Livermore Falls, 
Me., was the first veteran to die on the field. 
He was taken .suddenly fll late today and 
died just as an army surgeon reached his 
side. The heat probably hastened his death. 
Mr. Brown belonged to Camp Kimball, G.

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TRESPASS ON HELICON. 

W. Petit Ridge, the English author, has 
been given $750 for a short story published 
by the English Illustrated magazine. The 
giving was reluctant, but a jury in Mr. 
Justice Darling's court decided that Mr. 
Ridge was entitled to that sum in compen- 
sation. 

When the magazine aceepted the story 
two guineas were offered for it and taken. 
Mr. Ridge saw it for the first time when a 
clipping bureau sent it tovhim.and he un- 
dertook an inquiry to determine whether 
at any time in his childhood or in.a mo- 
ment of lunacy he had written it. His in- 
vestigation exculpated himself and he re- 
quested the publishers to free him publicly 
of responsibility of authorship. 

The publishers, conceding that they paid 
only two guineas for the story because they 
thought it represented. Mr. Ridge in an in- 
fantile phase, nevertheless refused to make 
amends, insisting that the style indicated 
the true authorship and that Mr. Ridge 
have written it and forgotten all 
about it. 

Thereupon into court to give Mr. Justice 
Darling a chance to make the little jokes 
dear to the English justice and to give the 
publishers un opportunity to defend them- 
selves against a libel charge, Mr. Ridge as- 
serting that the story inevitably would de- 
preciate the value of his offerings in the 
market, Mr. Jerome K. Jerome, called 
by the plaintiff, thought Mr. Ridge might 
have written the story if he had soften- 
ing of the brain.

DOG DAYS. 

E are entering on that season of 
the year when the mosquitoes are 
trying, the flies are annoying, the 
snakes are most menacing, and our 
fear of dogs is the greatest. ‘The 

season is known as “dog days,” and the 
réason for the name is that for some strange 
reason dogs are supposed to be in especial 
danger of going mad. If mad dogs were 
found to be especially abundant in July and 
August it would be a-good reason to call 
March and April the dog days, since about

that much time is needed for hydrophobia 
to develop. 

But there are no dog days. The sun, the 
summer solstice, the July moon, the torrid 
heat, the high humidity—none of these has 
anything to do with hydrophobia. January 
is just as much dog days as July. 


~~ 

Hydrophobia is a disease of dogs. Itcan 
be spread to men, cats, skunks, cows, mules 
—in fact, most all animais. But it is not 
of importance except in two of them—mer 
and dogs. A campaign against hydrophobia 
need not take in anything except mau und 
dogs; men because their protection is our 
problem, and dogs because they create the 
hydrophobia problem. 

The disease is due to an infection. The 
infection locates in the brain. The infecting 
virus is excreted by the saliva. The virus 
travels slowly from the bite up the nerves 
to the brain. The journey takes time, more 
than is required for any othergerm. Itmay 
take three weeks, it may take three months, 
and it may take several times three months.

We have no laboratory test for hydropho- 
bia that can be applied in a living animal, 
be it man or dog. ‘The veterinarian or the 
doctor can watch the symptom and conclude 
usually whether the disease is hydrophobia 
or not, but he cannot get any help from the 
laboratory until after the sick one has died. 
The laboratory worker can then take the 
brain and, if he finds negri bodies in it, can 
say positively that hydrophobia was pres- 
ent. 

This is. not so important as it seems on 
first blush. It ig nearly always possible to 
tell from the symptoms, It is easy 60 to 
keep a dog and very easy so to keep @ man 
that he is not dangerous.te the attendats 
and if the head is sent to the laboratory, in 
efery case they will clear up the few doubt- 
ful cases in ample time to protect all of those 
who were bitten. From the standpoint of 
treatment it makes no difference. ‘here is 
bo treatment for hydrophebia after the «lis- 
ease has developed. After the symptoms 
have sturted and the disease is clearly de- 
veloped, there is nothing to do with an af- 
fected man except to take him to a hospital 
and then have him cared for—have his symp- 
toms treated as they arise. lin that event 
the disease is not being treated. ‘The treat- 
ment is of the meron.

LUMPS ON NECK. 

Subscriber writes: ‘“‘I have had enlarged 
lymph glands for two years. Lumps come 
and go on both sides of my neck. Recently 
I have felt them in the back of my neck. 
When they swell they cause considerable 
pain and stiff neck. I have consulted three 
physicians. They can't discover anything 
wrong with either lung, but say these en- 
larged glands incicate a ‘tubercular condi- 
tion.’ If the infection is tubercular, what 
would you advise me to do for it? Would 
a change of climate, say to southern Cali- 
fornia, be of benefit? Do the lungs become 
affected from these glands in timé? I am 
on a farm and live an outdoor life. I am 
well otherwise, but get runs down every 
spring.” 

REPLY. 

1. Ask them to make sure of the diagnosis by a 
blood examination and a tuberculin test... If the 
glands are tubercular, have them give you appro- 
priate treatment, including tuberculin. As there 
seems to be a recurring infection, probably your 
tonsils are feeding tubercule baciMi into your 
glands. . 

2. Some, but probably not much. It is better 
for you to change your tonsile rather than your 
climate,

UKE LUDWIG of Bavaria, 82 years of 

age, who has just filed a suit for di- 

vorce at Munich against his actress 

wife, Antonia Batth, who was enno- 

bled as Frau von Bartloff on the oc- 
casion of her morganatic marriage to him 
twenty-one years ago, is the eldest brother 
of the late Empress of Austria, of the wid- 
owed queen of Naples, and of the widowed 
Princess Mathilde of Bourbon, Countess of 
Trani. 

This is his second morganatic marriage. 
He contracted the firgt one as far back as 
on May 28, 1859, when he married another 
footlight favorite, Henrietta Mendel, who 
several months previously—namely: on Nov. 
24. 1858—had presented him with an illegit- 
imate daughter—their only child. 

Before contracting this first morganatic 
marriage, Duke Louis was compelled to re- 
sign his rights and prerogatives as chief of 
the ducal and nonreigning branch of the sov- 
ereign house of Bavaria, as well as the con- 
trol of the family property, to his younger 
brother, the late Duke Charles Theodore, 80 
widely celebrated as an oculist. 

Duke Louis ‘has by reason of his two mésal- 
liances been always more or less estranged 
from his royal and imperial relatives. Ap- 
parently in his old age he feels the need of 
more sympathetic companionship than that 
to which he has been restricted among the 
kinsfolk and friends of his actress wife. The 
sovereign family of Bavaria, however, re- 
gret. the divorce.

the Peruvian-Amazon Rubber company. 

Sir John, who is a man in the neighborhood 
of 60, met his American wife in New York 
and married her there very quietly In 1881, 
the wedding attracting little or no attehtion. 
He claims descent from Sir Kay, whoaccord- 
ing to popular legend was one of King Ar- 
thur’s knights of the round table. It is at 
all events a matter of historic record that 
another of his ancestors, Sir John Kay, flour- 
ished in the time of William the Conqueror. 

The head of the family in the days of 
Charles I. was created a baronet, but the 
baronetcy became extinct in 1809 on the death 
of the fifth baronet, who bequeathed his es- 
tates to a distant kinsman of the same name, 
the baronetcy being created afresh in the 
latter's favor three years later. Sir John 
Lister-Kaye had only one child, a boy, who 
Gied in infancy, the heir to’his honors being 
his brother, Cecil Lister-Kaye, married to 
Lady Beatrice Pelham-Clinton, the favorite 
sister of the present Duke of Newcastle.

Sir John is far from rich, and some years 
ago was obliged for financial reasons to 
abandon Denby Grange, his ancestral home 
in Yorkshire, to his brother Cecil. 

His wife had expected to benefit largely 
under the will of her brother, Fernando, but 
the bulk of his fortune went to his other sis- 
ter, Consuelo, Duchess of Manchester, who 
in turn bequeathed it to her son, the present 
duke. 

Another fortune which Lady Lister-Kaye 
missed was a very large legacy bequeathed 
to her by the late Duke of Alba. one of her 
most devoted admirers, who knew of her 
somewhat straitened circumstances. 

The late duke, it may be remembered, died 
very suddenly in New York, where he had 
come to see the America cup races. Owing 
to the gossip that there had been about his 
infatuation for Lady Lister-~Kaye, and tothe 
unfriendly attitude of the duke’s wicow and 
son, Sir John refused to permit his wife to 
accept the bequest.

Dr. Francis read as his text I. Corinthians 
xi.. 11. ‘*‘ Nevertheless neither is the man 
without the woman, neither the woman 
without the man, in the Lord.” 


Calls Old Objection a Failure. 

“The old saying, ‘The hand that rocks 
the cradle rules the world,’ as an objection 
to* woman's suffrage will no longer hold,”’ 
said the Rev. J. P. Brushingham, pastor of 
South Park Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
church, tn his sermon in the People’s Liberal 
church of Englewood. 

‘* Tt is time to let.both hands of the women 
work. The women can rock the credie with 
one hand and with the other hand cast the 
ballot. 

‘‘Woman'’s indirect influence always has 
been great in politics, but her direct influence 
will be greater. Her great need now will be 
education as to how to use the ballot, al- 
though her instincts will teach her to defend 
the home. : 

“ The character of the opposition to wom- 
an’s suffrage in the last legislature was sig- 
nificant. Lee O’Neil Browne, the acknowl- 
edged champion of the liquor interests, was 
also the champion opponent of the ballot for 
women. ope every woman will exercise 
the right of franchise. It is just as cowardly 
to turn from the use of the ballot as it would 
be for a soldier to turn his back to the bul- 


lets.”’ 


Expects Immediate Good, 

Immediate improvement in local conditions 
was promised by the Rev. Philip Yarrow asa 
result of woman's acquisition of the vote 
He spoke at St. James’ German Congrega- 
tional church. Speaking generally of the 
higher morality of women, he said their in- 
fluence was certaine He then pointed out 
one place for women to work—to get a “ real 
superintendent of police.” 

“There is one man in Chicago on whose 
shoulders, more than om any other man’s. 
rests the responsibility of Chicago’s immoral 
life.’ he sald. ‘“ The superintendent of po- 
lice. by a lax enforcement of*the law, may 
be the cause of sending thousands of young 
men and women to a living hell. He; more 
than 1,000 ministers, has the keeping of 
Chicago's character in his hands. With him 
rests or falis the genera! moral tone of the 
city. 

Tells Chief’s Power. 

“4 strong, restraining hand at the head 
of our police department in twenty-five years 
would empty half the rooms and celle in 
penal and eleemosynary institutions of @ok 
county. Taxes would be considerably low- 
ered if Chicago only had a real superintend- 
ent of police. 

“ When Chicago votes again for mayor 
the women should support a candidate who 
promises to appoint a’clean, fearless man, 
rot a weakling, superintendent of police 
We need a man with moral backbone, who, 
without fear of unclean political influence, 
will see that all laws and ordinances are 
strictly enforced and that the boys and girls 
of Chicago are given a square moral deal, 
whether they live in the rich or poor wards 
of the city. 

“Let the women voters in the next few

Garbage Reform Her Hobby. 

For two years Miss McDowell's pet hobby 
has been “ garbage’ improvement. With the 
power of the ballot as hers, she thinks she 
will be able to do more than “talk” now. 
She intends to awaken the women of the 
Ward to the significance of the “ garbage *’ 
Question before the election og the thre@ men 
On the nsanitary board next spring. 

‘We shall find out how a man stands 
on garbage before we put him on the board,” 
said Miss McDowell yesterday. 

‘For two years the commissioner of pub- 
lic works and the city council have been 
wasting time and money in the political 
tangle over the garbage .cuestion. In the 
meantime the garbage cans have been 
heaped up and the babies dying from pre- 
ventible diseases. Women understand what 
is needed, what should be done with gar- 
bage, and how it should be done. They will 
take a stand and see that it isdone, now that 
they have the franchise.” 


Will Tell How to Use Ballot. 

In the University of Chicago Settlement 
Woman's club and the Settlement Helpers’ 
club, made up of the members of the kinder- 
garten children in the neighborhood, the 
women will study political questions and 
acquaint themselves with their rights as 
citizens. Miss McDowell will begin speaking 
at these clubs and place a constructive idea 
of social betterment by means of their new 
power before the women.

Show Red Men Were Robbed 
of Land and Money. 


DISEASE GRIPS TRIBES. 
Trachoma and Tuberculosis 
Caused by Inefficiency of U. S. 
Experts; Inquiry Planned.

Washington, D, C., June 29.—[Special. J-Aa. 


@ result of sensations! information showing 
the deplorable condition of the Indians, a con- 
gressional commission will be appointed to in- 
vestigate the entire Indian service. 

This inquiry is bound to show, if the evi- 
dence already gathered by the committee of 
congress is substantiated, not only the rob- 
-bery of ‘the Indians of their lands but of the 
money received from the lands finally trang- 
ferred to them; that they are becoming blind 
frem trachoma, and dying from consumption, 
as a result of failure of the gavernment 

properly to provide for them; that the echools 
which are mainteined at an enormous cost 
are inefficient and show cases of immorality; 
that, in short, the Indians have been sub- 
ordinated to a system little lees than archaic 
and are the helpless sufferers of its operation. 

Moreover, charges have been made not only 
involving administrative methods but the 
integrity of officials and joose and improper 
methods of the expenditure of federal and 
tribal funds. 


Negroes Claim Indian Lands, 

According to the latest census figures the 
Indian population is about 260,000. The In- 
dian bureau claims there are 822,000, the 
difference probably being made up by the 
intrusion of whites and Bqgrece upon the 
allotment rolls.

Indians are afflicted with trachoma and 
about 25.5 with tuberculosis. Thus half of 
the Indian population is suffering from two 
dread diseases. One-third of all the In- 
dians live in Oklahoma.” S'xty-elght per 


cent of these have trachoma, and thousands | 


of them are practically biind 

“Gentlemen, ’ one witness said to the 
senate Indian committee, “I liye in that 
State and see no effort being inde Chine part 
of anybody. I see government doctohs hold- 
ing their hands, leaving these Indians there. 
their eyes all covered, often stuck together 
with mucus. I never hear about a coctor 
or employé in the Indian service even sug- 
gesting to them to wash their eyes. 

“It is a horrible condition down there, and 
so far as the government doctors are con- 
cepned—if it has got them there |! don't 
knew where they are—only a few of them-— | 
but those I know eught to be prosecuted 
for eriminal negiect, if it is their duty to 
doctor those poor Indians” 


Fed Indians Tubercular Cattle. 


Senator Lane of Oregon a member of the 


committee, charged that 40 per cent of the 


cattle controHed by the Indiam bureau for 
the Indians are tubercular and 60 per cent 
of the children are tubercu.ar. 

In the cage of meat bought from a Portland 
naeking house, the Oregon senator declared 
the tubereular glands were, cut out and the 
beef distributed among the Indians. 

They have eaten jumpy jaw meat on the 


Crow reservation, and similar meat hag beer | 


sold, tt ie alleged, by the traders’ stores on 
the Omaha and Winnebago reservations. 

A statement prepared by the Indian byreav 
declares that “the present saniiary condi- 
tion of Indian homes in a large number of 
tribes is extremely bad, and as_these home 
conditiohs are largely responsible for the ex- 
cessive prevalence and rapid spread of tuber- 
culesis, trachoma, and other infectious ¢is- 
cages, it is imperative that aciive measures 
be taken to improve these home conditions. 

“Out of a population of 196,000 Indians, 
19,018 families are living in permanent houses 
raving floors and 9,261 families in houses 
Without floors. These latter houses are badly 
iifeeted with tuberculdus spu:um, and as 
many of,them are without sufficient Window 
space and means of ventilation, they are ex- 
cellent breeding places for tuberculosis. Nine 
thousand seven hundred and two families 
are still without any permanent homes and 
are living in ‘ents and tepees.”’ 

Carlisle and other*Indian schools are criti- 
eised because of their fallure to teach the 
Indian youth what they will need in prac-

It ig charged that the inspectors of the 
government are in many cases inefficient 
and fn others corrupt. : It ie declared that a 
large percentage of the $10,000,000 annually 
appropriated for ths benefit ef the govern- 
ment is extravagantly dissipated. Duping 
the last thirty years the government has 
spent $80,000,000 ostensibly for the Indlan. 
In spite of the use of this tremendous ameynt 
of money the Indian is today in a more de- 
plorable state than in history.

Admitting that the average family seldom 
hes the delicate apparatus needed for scien- 
tific tests, a general warning is sounded 
egainst articles in any way absormeal. in 


ple eating in doubtful restaurants are urged 
to be particularly careful about meate or 
fish cooked with a highly spiced or aromatic 
sauce, which might disguise @ bad taste or 
warning odor. 


Careful Care of Milk. 

Milk, which deteriorates rapidly under 
summer heat, should be placed on i¢e 
promptly on delivery, and whether in or out 
of the ice box, milk bottles should be kept 
closed. Where doubt exists as to the excel- 
lence of the loca] milk supply, consumers are 
urged to pasteurize ali milk, . 

In order to guard against typhoid fever, 
food of al! kinds should be kept covered or 
wrapped and out of the reach of files, and 
uncooked foods as a genéra! proposition 
should be avoided. 


Water a Danger Bource. 

“Many of the cases of typhoid fever re- 
corded in the fall in cities where the water 
is pure,” the bulletin remarks, “hed tte 
origin in water or contaminated substances. 
eaten or drunk ‘at seme summer resort. If 
you absolutely cannot get boiled water, make 
very eure about the reputation of springs, 
wells, or tep water. Refuse absolutely to 
take any water that comes from a source 
near an outhouse or stable, or in a neigh- 
borhood where fever is at all prevalent.” °

“Miss Sylvia Pankhurst Incites 


London Dockmen to At- 
tempt Raid. 


| 
POLICE PUT IT DOWN. 


Crowd Is Exhorted to Seize Gov- 
ernment Ministers and Put 
Them in Jail. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, June 20.—Miss Sylvia Pank- 
hurst, the younger of the two militant daugh- 
ters of Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, addressed 
a so-called free speech demonstration in 
Trafalgar square today. It was similar to 
the affair she conducted at Limehouse, East 
London, June 20, when she urged the men of 
the east end to go in an army-to Westmin- 
ster with sticks and stones and demand the 
vote for women. 


Would Imprison Ministers. 

Today's harangue by Miss Sylvia resulted 
in a raid on Downing street, where practi- 
cally all the government offices are situated, 
and a small riot followed. The demonstra- 
tion, which was attended chiefly by resi- 
dents of the east end of London, was orderly 
notwithstanding the hot talk until Mise 
Pankhurst, after characteristic reference to 
the militant prisoners, said: 

“Tt is useless for you to come all the way 
from the east end unless you do something. 
You-are slaveg if you do not revolt against 
allowing these women to die. Let us go to 
Downing street and imprison the ministers 
in their houses.”’ 


Woman Leads the Attack. 

As Miss Pankhurst finished this harangue 
a section of the demonstrators, mostly dock 
workmen, followed a woman carrying a flag 
of the Women's Social and Political union 
and rushed toward Downing street before 
the police were able to check them. As they 
reached Downing street a woman shouted 
through a megaphone, “‘ The ministers’ 
houses,”” but no ministers were there to hear 
what was said. 

The police soon arrived and began to clear 
the streets, whereupon the dockers attacked 
the officers. After a sharp but brief tussle 
the police drove the mob back towards Tra- 
falgar square and captured the flag. The in- 
cident produced miore noise than blood. A 
few arrests were made. |

A brick of ice cream can be so dressed up as 
to be extremely handsome, and a brick split in 
two, lengthwise, placed on a cake foundation, 


| and then decorated with a meringue and put 
into a hot oven for a few minutes till browned 


will serve almost twice as m any as an ordinary 
brick cut in the ordinary way. 


However, it is not necessary to have a whole 
brick of ice cream nor even to have the best 
of a hdme product in order to enjoy @fhis 
truly delicious thing. Ten cents’ worth of ice 
cream from the corner drug store may be so 
used in this ‘combination as to be quite suffi- 
clent for two persons. After once eating it 
served in this way, the plain, cold affair slid- 
ing around in the dish will seem a bit crude. 

Instead of using sufficient gas to heat the 
oven exceedingly hot the preparation may be 
put under the gas broiler, which has been 
lighted for a few minutes, and browned. 

The foundation may be any cake, and it is 
not necessary to have it fresh. Lady fingers 
may be used, or perhaps you can buy .the 
sponge zweiback from a nearby delicatessen.

this is just slices of sponge cake baked a 
second time, and it is extremely good soaked 
with the cream. 

Even the harder package cakes or a fig new- 
ton may be used for the purpose, but the finer 
and more dainty the materials the finer the 
whole will be.

A foreign book describes this as “a sure 
success at a dinner party” and “one of the 
least complicated of dishes. It requires a 
light hand and plenty of courage. Why? Sim- 
ply because this “sweet is composed of ice 
and eggs, and the ice covered with the eggs 
is put into a hot oven .. serve imme- 
diately. This injunction tis essential or the 
opposition of hot and cold would be decreased 
and in a measure lost.” 

A certain ench lesson book on cookery 
says that this was invented by Count Rumford 
and thet he made the discovery in 1804 in the 
course of his researches concerning the con- 
ductability of heat. It goes on: 

“It is neither a cook nor a pastrymaker to 
whom we are indebted for this, but to a phy- 
sician. Count, Rumford was of American na- 
tionality. Others after him have passed this 
curiosity of the domain of the laboratory into 
that of the kitchen. The omelet surprise or 


the omelet ie. as it has been called in 
the course of time, can ba made of a great 
number of combinations. Varying the flavor, 
the ice, and the covering, one can make infinite 
variations. You can increase the number 
qndlessly if you will conform te the funda- 
mental rules.”

This author suggests that it be put in the 
oven over cold water, or even resting on a 


bed of cracked ice, but this is net necessary,. 


for, as he says: 

“There need be no fear of putting the ome- 
let into the oven, since the ice is protected 
from the heat by what surrounds it. This is 
a good insulator because of the quantity of air

Quick! the napkin to the 
mouth without delay. The palate is to be re- 
lied upon; the tongue is enraptured; the stom- 
ach swoons. ‘How good it is!’ says the true 
gourmand. It expresses admiration, fervor, 
knowledge, and the grand human sentiments. 
Ices diverse, fine flavors, hide themselves in 
the sides of the omelette infernale. ... 
Imagine the equator and the pole. It is a sen- 
sation of ecstasy which spreads itself from the 
lips to the toes. It is a caress. No 
sensation can efface that; neither delicate 
fruits, nor ancient brandy, nor noble Havanas 
can efface that memory.” 

We cannot talk this way about food, but it 
would not hurt us any if we could, especially 
when we have a thing as delicate as omelet 
surprise to talk about.

There were but few insirance measures 
that passed the last session of the Illinois 
legisiature. The most important, from the 
standpoint of fire insurance, was the bill 
licensing brokers or persons soliciting fire 
insurance that are not regular agents and 
licensed by a company. This bill was fathered 
by the Insurance Brokerage association of 
Chicago, and provides that a broker must 
pay a License fee of $10 a year, and also be 
possessed Of certain qualifications, the na- 
ture Of which will be decided by the insur- 
ance suprintendent. 

This is the first time the broker has a 
g.ven a legal status in Illinois. The objecto 
the bill is to discourage those bere 
brokers who are not legitimately and serious- 
ly in the fire insurance business. It has been 
found that many men will place insurance 
to get the commission on their own property, 
or because of some pull that they may have 
with a few assured, and this the business 
is Civerted from those regularly engaged in 
fire jnsuranse to Side liners who do not render 
adequate service. 


Mutuals May Extend Powers. 

Another bill that passed provides for ex- 
tending the charter powers of mutual fire 
companies. of these is in Randolph 
county and the other in Will county. They 
were granted charters prior to the first insur- 
ance laws in 1868. The charters extend for 
ifty years, and are about to expire. 

The third bill amends the fraternal act of

Rhodus Concern Quits Field, 

The Republic Life Insurance company of 
Chicaco, which was one of the many organi- 
zitions promoted by the Rhodus brothers 
several years ago, has finally passed out of 
business. This company was licensed by the 
lilincis insurance department and deposited 
its $100,000 with the state 

It has kept its license in force from year to 
year, but has written only a smallamount of 
business. A few risks were put on its books 
when it was licensed, but since then it has 
been inactive. Its stock was owned by the 
Central Life Securities company, one of the 
Rhodus concerns, which- has been in the 
hands of Receiver John C. Fetzer. About 
the only asset of value the securities com- 
pany possessed was the deposit of the Re- 
Public Life.

This order raised an entirely new question 
t the insurance department.

This is the first time in the history of the 
Iilincis department that a federal court has 
liquida»sd a domestic life company.

Hot Weather Demand Exceeds 
Supply; Market Up 7 Cents. 


BUTTER VALUES MOVE OFF, 


Reduction Follows Elgin Cut; Eggs 


and Berries Cheaper. 


Hlot weather demand for spring chickens 
could not be supplied at Chicago last week 
and an advance of 7c a Ibinihe market price 
failed to bring about matertal increase in the 
receipts. One reason for the insufficient 
supply was the failure of Chicago poultry 
board officials to advance values when the) 
saw that mot enovgh chickens were coming 
to meet the requirements of the trade. Aged 
fowls did not meet with much inquiry and 
prices declined lc a lb. Ducks, and 
turkeys held at unchanged figures. 

Butter prices. sustained a loss of la@l%c a 
lb. Elgin values were reduced 4c early in, 
the week, and Chicago dealers lowered their 
quotation in the hope that such action would 
induce further reductions at Elgin. Stocks 
of butter in coobers are increasing at an 
alarming rate, and dealers are beginning to 
wonder what the outcome will be. 


Egg Prices Average Lower. 

Fancy, fresh, high grading eggs were com- 
paratively scarce and firm, but receipts ‘n- 
cluded a liberal proportion of stock that 
showed signs of the heat and graded low, and 
the market was congested with these. Prices 
were irregular, averaging lower for the week 
because of the large proportion of poor stock. 
Cheese prices were lower, with hot weather 
and increased offerings from producing cen- 
ters exerting a depressing influence. 

New potato prices made good gains during 
the first half of the week. the market being 
sparingly supplied because of the closing 
out of the shipping season for Texas stock. 
Later, however, Virginia potatoes came for- 
ward in increased volume and prices reacted. 
The close was with values still showing a 
gain of 10c to 40c a bu, but the expectancy 
was for a declining market. Old potatoes 
were neglected and had little value. 


Berries and Cherries Cheaper. 

Strawberries and sour cherries sold down 
to $1.00 a case, the lowest price of the season. 
Red and black raspberries and blackberries 
also touched the lowest figures of the year, 
seeling at $1.50 to $1.65. 

The first loganberries ever shown on the 
Chicago market were received and sold at 
$1.50 to $3.00 for twenty-four ‘one pound 
boxes. Watermelons advanced $650,00 to 
$100.00 per car, receipts falling far short of 
expectations, while the demand,-: stimulate: 
by hot weather, was exceptionally broad. 

Green vegetables of all kinds were plentifu i! 
Home gardeners furnish many varieties "and 
receipts from the south wete generous. The 
trade was active, with prices low and weather 
favorable for a free and general consumption. 


BRYAN DEFENDS M’REYNOLDS

Secretary of State as an “Editor” Also 
Absolves Wilson and Father of Ac- 
cused Son.

Washington, D. C., June 29.—[Special. ]—In 
a statement issued in his capacity as‘ editor 
of the Commoner ” Secretary of State Bryan 
tonight came to the defense of Attorney 
General McReynolds in connection with the 
Caminetti case. 

“Mr. McReynolds continued the case at 
the request of Secretary Wilson, and it was 
a reasonable request,”’ says Mr. Bryan. “A 
continuance is not an unusual thing and does 
not mean a defeat of justice. If such a con- 
tinuance had been asked in an ordinary case 
it would have been granted without question 
by any attorney general. The fact that the 
father of one of the defendants is a public 
official ought not to alter the case. 

** Neither can Secretary Wilson be fairly 
blamed. He declares he was considering 
the interests of his department and thai he 
made the request on his own initiative and 
without solicitation from Mr. Caminetti. 
No one who knows Secretary Wilson will 
question either his honesty or his veracity. 

‘As for Mr. CaminettL we have known 
him for more than twenty years. He is a 
Progressive Democrat and during the last 
two decades hase been connected with all 
movements for the advancement of the pub- 
lic welfare. It is unjust and ungenerous to 
say he should retire from politics because of 
his son’s conduct.”’ 


HERE’S CHAMPION BIG TREE. 


Five Hundred Years Old, 300 Feet 
High, and 128 Feet to the 
First Limb, 


Seattle, Wash., June 29.—[Specia!.]—AIl 
previous records of big trees discovered in 
Washington and Oregon forests have been 
eclipsed by the latest find in Snohomish coun- 
ty, Wash., near the city of Everett. The 
giant tree is a yellow fir. This tree must be 
aged, for there are many tree s. umps nearby 
that have from 100 to 500 r'ngs, each said to 
represent a year’s growth. These neighbor 
ing trees are fiom three to six feet im diam- 
eter. 

The new found monarch of the northwest- 
ern. forests is sixty-six feet in circumference 
at the butt and it is 128 feet to the first limb, 
which measures 108 inches in circumference. 

The estimated height of this big fir is 300 
feet.

Movement of American Origin, 

The recent movement for the suppression 
of the trade in habit form 
canin origin. Beginning in 1908, a systemat- 
lc effort to secure thi: 
action, the state department eucceeded in the 
creation of an international commission, 
which met in Shanghai in 1909 and paved the 
way for the more official gathering of del- 
egates at The Hague in 1911. This confere 
ence, after two years of work, agreed upon 
the form of a genera) convention. 

There were twelve powers party to this 
agreement—America, China, France, Ger- 
many, Great Britain, ltaly, Japan, The Neth- 
erlands, Portugal, Russia, Siam, and Persia. 
The congrese adjourned with the under- 
standing that the thirty-four governments 
of Europe and America which had not par- 
ticipated should be invited to join in the 
ratification of the convention. 


Turkey and Peru Still Out. 

Only Turkey and Peru now are holding 
out. As Turkish opium is used altogether 
for medicinal purposes, it is nearly certain 
Turkey will adhere to the convention. Peru 
has been reluctant to join because of the 
serious loss that would result from the de- 
struction of her present profitable trade in 
coca, from which cocaine is extracted. No 
doubt is entertained at the state depart- 
ment of the ultimate approval of the conven- 
tion. 

The American delegates are Lloyd Bryce, 
American minister to The Netherlands; Dr. 
Hamilton Wright, and Dr. Derritt J. Kollen 
of Michigan, president emeritus of Hope 
college. Gerald Seldemridge:-of the state 
department is acting as secretary. 


Congress Helps Movement. 

Last week the houses passed a bill, intro- 
duced by Representative Harrison of New 
York, to impose a prohibitive internal rey- 
enue tax on the manufacture in this coun- 
try of smoking opium, a measure made nec- 
essary by the threatened development/ of 
that industry on the Pacific coast, wiffre 
poppies grow luxuriantly. The state @e- 
partment \hopes to see the measure passed 
by the senate and become a law immediately 
for the moral effect of the action upon The 
Hague conference.
